To  His  Worship  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors 
of  the  Borough  and  Port  of  Folkestone. 

Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I herewith  submit  the  Annual  Report  on  the  medical  aspect  of 
the  working  of  the  Port  of  Folkestone  for  1959. 

During  the  year  the  regular  boat  serves  have  been  as  follows 

( "I ) Folkestone-Calais . 

(a)  Daily  passenger  service  by  French  steamer,  Cote  D'Azur, 
and  reliefs  by  British  Railways  steamer  from  1st 
January  to  31st  December,  1959. 

(Outward  bound  service  took  Golden  Arrow  passengers), 

(2)  Folkestone-Boulogne . (British  Railways  steamers). 

(a)  Daily  evening  passenger  service  from  31st  May  to 
28th  September,  1959  inclusive. 

(b)  Daily  morning  passenger  service  from  10th  July  to 
6th  September,  1959  inclusive.  An  irregular  service 
(three  boats  a week)  was  in  force  from  31st  May  until 
the  commencement  of  the  daily  service  and  also  during 
the  period  8th  to  27th  September,  1959. 

Seven  passenger  boats  were  diverted  to  Dover  (four  because 
of  the  very  rough  seas  at  Folkestone  and  the  other  three  to  allow 
Folkestone  Harbour  to  handle  the  heavy  outgoing  traffic  of  winter 
sports, enthusiasts) , From  21st  to  28th  February,  1959  inclusive 
the  usual  daily  passenger  boat  services  to  Dover  (two  from  Ostend 
and  one  from  Calais)  were  diverted  to  Folkestone  whilst  work  in 
connection  with  the  extension  of  electrification  was  being  carried 
out  at  Dover  Harbour, 

Special  excursion  and  "no-passport”  trips  were  also  run  to 
France  during  the  Summer  season. 

The  usual  cargo  service  was  maintained  to  and  from  Calais  and 
Boulogne, 

The  number  of  arriving  vessels  carrying  aliens  was  737  (706 
passenger  and  31  cargo  boats)  and  showed  an  increase  of  7k  compared 
with  1958, 

A total  of  842,612  passengers  passed  through  the  Port  during 
the  year;  this  figure  showed  an  increase  of  117>109  compared  with 
1958. 

The  gross  figures  of  passengers  arriving  at  and  departing  from 
Folkestone  for  the  past  five  years  are:-

There  has  been  a substantial  rise  in  the  number  of  aliens 
arriving  - 9,812  more  than  in  1958,  Although  the  number  of  aliens 
medically  exajnined  (9,554)  showed  an  increase  of  364  compared  with 
the  previous  year  the  total  is  still  well  below  the  peak  figure 
of  10,843  examined  in  1956. 
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A summary  of  the  aliens  arriving,  medically  examined,  certi- 
ficates issued,  etc.,  during  the  past  five  years  is  given  helow:-

The  aliens  continued  to  come  mainly  from  Italy,  Switzerland, 
Prance,  Germany,  Austria  and  Spain. 

The  men  came  to  he  employed  as  labourers  (especially 
agricultural),  in  hot  els  and  the  catering  trade  and  for  technical 
and  professional  employment  with  various  firms;  the  women  were 
mainly  domestics,  children's  nurses  and  governesses,  assistant 
hospital  nurses,  ward  orderlies,  textile,  canning  and  factory 
workers. 

During  1959  the  number  of  certificates  issued  on  Form  Port 
12  was  178  compared  with  1 69  for  1958.  Of  these  178  aliens  l42 
were  landed  conditionally  and  34  not  permitted  to  land  (14 
undesirable  for  medical  reasons  and  20  because  of  their  inability 
to  support  themselves  or  likely  to  require  medical  treatment. 
Certificates  were  issued  for  the  remaining  two  aliens  recommending 
that  they  be  ]£ind0d  conditionally  for  further  medical  examination. 
One  of  the  men,  an  Italian  waiter  suffering  from  acute  follicular 
tonsillitis,  was  admitted  to  the  Dover  Isolation  Hospital  and 
subsequently  allowed  to  remain  in  U.K.  after  completion  of  his 
treatment.  The  second  case,  a French  cook  with  a history  of 
amoebic  dysentery  who  required  further  medical  examination  to 
exclude  the  possibility  of  being  a ''carrier",  was  not  permitted  to 
land  by  the  immigration  authorities. 

Thirty  passengers  were  examined;  two  w'ere  mental  cases  and 
admitted  to  St.  Augustine’s  Hospital  at  Chartham.  Of  the  eighteen 
medical  cases  five  were  admitted  to  hospital  and  one  to  a local 
nursing  home.  One  of  the  accident  cases  proceeded  home  after 
treatment  and  the  other  four  admitted  to  hospital.  Two  children 
suffering  from  Measles  v;ere  allovi/ed  to  continue  the  journey  home 
with  their  parents  and  travelled  in  reserved  compartments  on  the 
London  train;  three  aliens  suffering  from  Acute  Tonsillitis  were 
admitted  to  the  Dover  Isolation  Hospital.  A man  of  58  and  a woman 
aged  71  died  on  board  boat  during  the  crossing  from  Prance, 

Seven  members  of  diips’  crews  and  harbour  staff  also  received 
attention.  Three  of  the  four  accident  cases  and  one  of  the 
medical  cases  were  sent  to  the  local  hospital. 

In  conclusion  I v^ould  like  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the 
efficient  work  carried  out  by  the  Medical  and  Nursing  staff  at  the 
Harbour,  and  also  to  the  unfailing  and  effective  co-operation  with 
us  of  the  Imjnigration  Officials,  Customs  Officials,  British 
Railways  Officials  and  Ships ’s  staffs.

The  Port  Health  Inspectors  made  610  visits  to  the  Harbour 
during  the  year  for  the  purpose  of  routine  inspection  of  passenger 
and  cargo  boats  and  for  the  examination  of  all  foodstuffs  landed 
at  the  Port.
